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THE COURSE 


The Round the Island Race course really couldn't really be 
much simpler! 

The boats cross the start line at Cowes in eleven separate 
groups, starting every 10 minutes from 0730 until 0910 and 
heading in a westerly direction towards Yarmouth. 

The boats pass round the Needles Lighthouse, along the 
south-west coast of the Island to St. Catherine's Point and then 
up across Sandown Bay to round the Bembridge Ledge Buoy. 
The fleet then makes its way either side of No Man's Land Fort 
and across Osborne Bay to the finish line back at Cowes.
